The two enemy rou nds made 
only one half-inch hole in the 
Canberra’.s deck and did minor 
damage to some nearby life- 
rafts, the Navy said. No Amer­ 
ican casu alties were reported. 


The three U.S. Navy ships 
were attack ing a Commu nist 
battery of 57mm gu ns 15 miles 
north of Dong Hoi. the major 
port in the sou thern part of 
North Vietnam. U.S. shells from 
three other Navy ships came 
within one mile of Dong Hoi, the 
American command rep ort^. 


The Canberra is one of the 
U.S. Navy ’s two heavy cru isers 
which can fire su personic gu id­ 
ed missiles, bu t the missiles are 
designed to combat aircraft, not 
grou nd targets. The 17,500-ton 
Canly erra is named for the Au s­ 
tralian cru iser which was su nk 
with the Vincennes and the 
Qu incy in the first battle of Savo 
Island on Au g. 9, 1942.

Shaw is ru ggedly handspme 
and silver-haired. He bru shed 
past newsmen withou t a word 
when he was released from cen­ 
tral lock u p after being book ed, 
fingerprinted and mu gged. 
He was arrested in Garrison’s 
office, where he had appeared 
far q u estioning, in response to 
sQbpoena. 
Garrison has vowed to prove 
that a conspiracy conceived in

This wou ld req u ire 
jobs that wou ld give them secu ­ 
rity now and in the fu tu re, and 
an environment in which they 
and their children cou ld live 
pleasant and healthy lives. 
“Ou r y ou nger citizens are the 
gold coins of this generation.

One sign of this is the speed with which 
y oung CommunisSt protessionals are able to 
jump in to spark campus demonstrations 
on a wide variety of issues — whether it's 
South Vietnam, the draft, ‘free speech” on 
campus. ROTC trammg "corporate power 
control” of the umverisifies or CIA ac­ 
tivities. 


Another sign is the large number of y outh 
the Communist Party USA took into its na­ 
tional committee at the last U. S. Commun­ 
ist party convention. 


The protests -- whether on the Vietnam 
war or on "free speech’’ — are merely a 
Communist means for infiltrating a few 
highly ♦rained Commuot-st vouth leaders into 
non-Communist y outh fronts. 


The Communist leaden do not expect to 
turn these student as.sociations into Red 
groups. They do hope lo get a few' of their 
men and women into key posts in a number 
of large student groups so as to influence 
the course of action these groups take 
in sens.tive situations. 


This infiltrating ia usually achieved by 
the Communists helping h. form large loose 
y outh fronts on some particularly hot sub­ 
ject. The Communist activists are usually 
haj'd workers. Thev can offer practical or­ 
ganizing experience. They get things done.

in organizing the front, it is natural that 
they end up in key positions. 
After they ’re known as front leaders on 
this issue or that, they ’re often invited to 
Join in the discussion of some of the indi­ 
vidual student gi'oups which make up the 
front. 


The Communist y outh leaders also jump 
to stall or help organize demonstrations, 
such as the University of California at Berk­ 
eley "free speech" demonstrations. WTien 
the Connnunist activists secure positions of 
leadership, they tuin

publicity into 
enough votes to win campus offices. 
The Daily Worker brags, 
for example, 
that Communist Bettina Aptheker Kurzweil 
was "eiecied to offic e in the Berkeley stu­ 
dent government with the largest vote ever 
recorded there” as a re.suit of her activity 
in the University of California riots. 
Historically , in other countries, once Com­ 
munists 
have 
infihraied 
such 
groups, 
they ’ve immediately set to work at destroy ­ 
ing any leaders who stand in their way , 
whether rightist or iefl'st 
Fidel Castro, for example, built his orig­ 
inal power base hy moving i» i on the campus 
organizations when he was a student at the 
Universiiy of Havana.

Liberal .Justices Jo Do iiiiiiate (lo iirt

WA.SHINGTON <AP> - Liber­ 
al justices dominate this Su­ 
preme Court and even if some 
of them retire in the next few 
y ears, .so long as Ly ndon B. 
Johnson remains President the 
court probably will remain lib­ 
eral. 


With his far-reaching liberal 
programs, some involving wel­ 
fare in many way s, Johnson 
seems unlikely to jeopardize 
them by appointing conserva­ 
tives to the high bench. 


Justice Tom C. Clark said this 
week he would step down by the 
end of June. At age 67 he is very 
close to the average retirement 
age of justices — 67H y ears — 
down through American history . 


But there are four other jus­ 
tices 67 or older: Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, 75; and Justices 
Hugo Black, 81; 
William O. 
Douglas, 68; and John Marshall 
Harlan, 67. 


If Warren, Black and Douglas 
were guided by the average re­ 
tirement age, they ’d be gone 
now. Their average age Is 74. 
But there have been some nota­ 
ble exceptions to the average. 
The best example is Justice 
Oliver 
Wendell 
Holmes 
who 
didn’t q uit until he was 9 0. 
As the history of the 96 men 
who have sat on the court 
shows, the age of a justice 
doesn’t necessarily mean he is 
not a good justice simply be­ 
cause he is up in y ears. 
Some justices, including some 
of the best, weren’t appointed 
until they were in their 60s. 
Holmes was 61, Louis D. Bran-

And these three chief justices 
were in their 60s when they 
were appointed to take charge- 
W’arren, 62. 
William Howard 
Taft. 64, and Charles Evans 
Hughes. 68. 
All these bits of arithmetic 
prove us that there is no mathe­ 
matical formula for predicting 
when any justice figures he has 
had 
enough 
Justice William 
Brennan is 60. Only three jus­ 
tices are under that age: Ab« 
Fortas, 56, Potter Stewart, 52, 
and Ry ron R. W’hite. 49. 
Thus, while the average age 
of the present members is 63* 2 
y ears, this cwjrt has had a con­ 
tinuity of outlook, starting with 
the 1954 decision outlawing pub­ 
lic school segregation, that has 
made it the strongest in history 
and the most liberal. 
Yet. only four of the present 
justices 
— 
W’arren. 
Black. 
Douglas and Clark — were on 
the court at the time of the 19 54 
ruling. All four of them ap­ 
proved it. 
Youth 
— 
or 
comparative 
y outh — is no guarantee that a 
justice will be more liberal than 
his elders, Tlie two y oungest 
members of this court — WTiite 
and Stewart -- along with Har­ 
lan are the most conservative. 
The three oldest members — 
Warren, Black and Douglas — 
along with Brennan and Fortas 
make up the dominant liberal 
majority . 
This doesn’t mean they vote 
together on every issue, but do 
so enough times to give the 
court its steadily liberal direc­ 
tion. Sometimes, when one or 
more of them dissents, the re­ 
maining liberals can’t get a de­ 
cision through unless joined by 
one or more of the conserva­ 
tives. 
Next to the school desegrega­ 
tion ruling, perhaps the most 
courageous act of the Supreme 
Court since 1954 was the deci­ 
sion req uiring state legislatures 


to reapportion 
themselves to 
give more eq ual representation 
to state citizens. 
The court long had held back 
from butting into this political 
ambush. 
But 
the court 
also 
showed 
courage 
in 
banning 
compulsory pray ers in public 
schools, in toning down the hy s­ 
teria about communism in the 
19 50’s, and protecting the rights 
of individuals, including crimi­ 
nals.

NEW YORK 
(AP) 
-Dinah 
Shore is either still madly en­ 
amored of show business or has 
bad judgment. 
Dinah was torn deliciously 
between a midwinter decision to 
visit friends in Acapulco or to 
relax at Palm Springs. 
Then CBS called and invited 
her to go to Minsk and make a 
pair of television shows—host­ 
ess, they said, on a couple of 
circus specials. 
Miss Shore, without a thought,

Acapulco and Palm 
Springs. She picked up an as­

LOS ANGELES (A P) — Joke: 
“ If you want a youthful figure, 
ask a woman her age.” 
Dr. Robert Priest describes 
this as a typical antifemale 
joke. In fact, he uses it in his 
studies of the social psychology 
o f humor. 
To even things up, Priest sup­ 
plies this example of an anti­ 
male joke: “ When Jack dances, 
he’s all feet and when he stops 
he’s all hands.” 
But, are they funny? 
Priest expected the first joke 
to draw chuckles from men and 
stern looks from the women. 
And vice versa with the second 
example. 
Not so. 
Priest, an assistant professor 
of p.sychology at the University 
of Southern California, culled 
more than 5,000 jokes for just 
the right ones to use in his ex-' 
periments with students. 
Using a mixed panel, he di­ 
vided the students into male- 
male pairs, female-female and 
male-female. 
Surprisingly, reaction wasn’t 
along sex lines at all. 
The women didn’t like the 
joke about Jack any better than 
the men did, and the men react-
